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1. INTRODUCTION:

In the school I met with the students in the cafeteria I 
talk to them while they were eating wich is is when 
they are more relaxed, I shared with them just like 
another friend so they were not intimidated by an office 
full of adults. I found with this approach the students 
were more trusting and open about they feelings. They had 
assess to me three days out of the week. When I felt it 
necessary for the student to have privacy I will go to 
the community room were it was available for our use. If 
I missed even one day in school or a meeting the students 
would inquire my whereabouts. They know that I am here 
for them. 


III. CASELOAD DATA: 


The beginning caseload for the 1990-1991 program year 
totaled 30 students. n additional 95 students completed 
intakes. As a result, a total of 125 students received 
services from Aspira throughout the program year. Of 
this number, 58 or 46.40 of the active caseload were 
males and 67 or 53.60X were females. Furthermore, an 
additional 114) students that were not on the caseload 
received services, bringing the total of students 
serviced to 239 for the program year of 1990-1991.
